Berlin, Nov . 1.—A v olcanic ex plo­ 
sion, not an earthq u ake nor a m ou n­ 
tain slide, annihilated K aratag h, Ru s­ 
sian Tu rkestan, and wiped ou t practi­ 
cally its entire popu lation, according 
to adv ices receiv ed by Berlin new spa­ 
pers from towns on the Transcau ca­ 
sian railway only 100 miles north of 
the scene of the disaster. 
The town stood u nder the crater of 
a v olcano, ex tinct since prehistoric 
times. 
By a su dden rev iv al of the 
pent-u p energ y below, the latest v er­ 
sion has it, the mou ntain was literally 
split in half with an ex plosion like 
th at of millions of tons of dy namite. 
The city with all its bu ilding s and 
inhabitants was blown sky ward and 
scattered for miles. 
The natu re of 
the catastrophe is declared to accou nt 
for the alm ost u nprecedented loss of 
life. 
Ev en 
the corpses 
were con­ 
su med. The su rv iv ors are reported to 
he only a few of the inhabitants of 
su bu rbs or ou tly ing ham lets ou tside 
the crater walls. 
Ev en the near v il­ 
lag es were ov erwhelmed by the fall 
of earth and rock. 
The 
Berlin 
reports 
reached 
the 
Transcau casian railway by m eans of 
cou riers sent ou t following the one 
which took the first news of Kara- 
tag h ’s destru ction. 
The su rv iv ors did not at first fu lly 
u nderstand the natu re of the catas­ 
trophe. bu t later ex plosions less v io­ 
lent than the 
first made it clear. 
Thou g h the story is confu sed, it ap­ 
pears that the popu lace was beg inning 
to recov er from the terror into which 
it was thrown by the earthq u ake of 
Oct. 21, and to hav e been retu rning to 
the shattered homes at the tim e the 
eru ption occu rred. 
The latest v ersion ag rees with tho 
first that the nu m ber of killed approx ­ 
imated 15,000. It is g enerally believ ed 
here th at the fig u re is som ewhat ex ­ 
ag g erated. 
Thou g h K aratag h’s popu ­ 
lation can only be g u essed, it is esti­ 
mated here to hav e been between 
2,500 and 3,000. 
The killed in neig h­ 
boring v illag es wou ld probably con­ 
siderably swell this nu mber. 
W heth­ 
er other towns of importance were 
also destroy ed is not known. 


No Governm ent Relief. 
St. Petersbu rg , Nov . 1.—The Ru s­ 
sian g ov ernm ent is taking no steps to 
send a relief ex pedition to K aratag h. 
To do so wou ld be contrary to the 
Ru ssian policy of non-interference in 
the internal affairs of Bokhara, and It 
wou ld also inv olv e a jou rney of ov er 
500 miles throu g h the m ou ntains from 
the nearest Ru ssian point.

killed him. Tu rning to his wife. R u th ­ 
erford ag ain fired, mortally wou nding 
her, and then, placing the weapon 
to his own head, fired for the third 
time, ending another life and the trag ­ 
edy .

New York, Nov . 1.—Indications that 
the av ailable su pply of cash will he 
m aterially increased within a short 
time, both by imports of g old and the 
increase of the bank-note circu lation, 
and th at the m ov em ent of cotton and 
g rain crops wrili be facilitated in ev ery 
way possible with the resu lt of in­ 
creasing ou r credits abroad, are the 
salient featu res of today ’s financial 
situ ation. 
It seems to he recog nized 
ev ery where that the acu te stag e of the 
crisis is ov er and that all that rem ains 
is to obtain su fficient cu rrency to re­ 
su me cu rrency pay ments u pon a broad 
scale and thu s to restore conditions 
prev ailing before the crisis. 
The eng ag em ents of g old made in 
New 
York, Chicag o and elsewhere 
brou g ht u p the total import mov ement 
within the past week to 
$25,7 50,000. 
As the am ou nt of g old will afford a 
basis of credit to fou r times 
the 
amou nt, or abou t $ 9 5,000,000, it will in 
itself afford mu ch relief to the ex ist­ 
ing pressu re. 
The action of the Bank 
of Eng land in raising its discou nt rate 
from 4y% to 5Va per cent was in ac­ 
cordance with ex pectation in conserv ­ 
ativ e circles. 
The fact th a t the in­ 
crease was not made to 
6 per cent 
and that the Eng lish rate rem ains 1 
per cent below the German rate, is 
accepted as an indication that the sit­ 
u ation at London is not considered 
acu te. 
The prom pt response of the nation­ 
al banks throu g hou t the cou ntry to 
the su g g estion of Controller Ridg ely 
that they shou ld employ their United 
States bonds as larg ely as possible to 
secu re circu lation and su bstitu te other 
bonds for those pledg ed ag ainst de- 
posits of pu blic money , promises a 
considerable increase in the av ailable 
stock of cu rrency . 
The estim ates of 
an increase in the bank note circu la­ 
tion of $30,000,000 is considered well

Mr. Vanderlip. v ice president 
of the National City bank, made the 
fru itfu l su g g estion that the sav ing s 
banks wou ld at once improv e the g en­ 
eral situ ation is they wrou ld sell thH r 
holding s of United States bonds to 
the national banks. 
Ev en in cases 
w'here they do not care to sell It is 
believ ed that they w’ill lend the bonds 
to the national hanks, as has often 
been done in the past. 
Interest continu es to center in the 
mov ement of the cotton crop from 
New 
Orleans 
and 
other 
Sou thern 
points where it is so essential to pro­ 
v ide bills ag ainst the imports of g old. 
Secretary 
Cortely ou , 
according 
to 
W ashing ton dispatches, is disposed to 
increase deposits of pu blic fu nds in 
the Sou thern banks as rapidly as su ch 
fu nds become av ailable. 
This will 
su pply the banks with the stock of 
cu rrency so mu ch needed to handle 
the cotton crop, and will enable them 
to await with less em barrassm ent than 
otherwise the arriv al of their cotton 
bills in Eu rope and the bring ing back 
of the g old. 
It is noted with interest 
by leading bankers here that the pres­ 
ent scarcity of cu rrency and the re­ 
cou rse which had been had to the na­ 
tional bank circu lation are arou sing 
u nu su al interest in the plan for cu r­ 
rency reform which has been endorsed 
by the American B ankers’ association.

The first step in the investigation, 
it was said, would be an inquiry into 
a collision which occurred in Indiana 
in recent weeks and in which one man 
was killed and several persons injur­ 
ed, including the trainmen. 
The commission refused to specify 
which accident it has in mind, but said 
that the investigation would include 
testim ony from the conductor, engi­ 
neer and all trainmen who were em­ 
ploy ed on the trains wrecked. 
The 
commission has ordered the division 
engineer of the road to bring to the 
comm ission’s hearing-room all these 
employ es, and they will be rigidly 
questioned in regard to the accident. 
This investigation will be begun as 
soon as the men summoned are able 
to appear and give testimony .

Preceding Sandford Disaster. 
Terre Haute, Ind.. Nov. 1.—When 
Engineer W elsh testified in court that 
a moment before his passenger train 
on the Big Four was blown up by the 
explosion of a powder car in a freight 
train on a siding at Sandford, he had 
a premonition that some calamity was 
to occur, and .that he saw a phantom 
in front of his headlight, he told the 
story for the first time. 
He did not 
tell It to the coroner or to the Indiana 
railway commission at the time of the 
disa ster which caused the death of 
eighteen persons and the injury of 
thirty others. 
It was in the trial of a damage suit 
brought by one of the injured that he 
gave the testimony .

It might he safely said that every 
person, place or thing in Scripture, 
either b y analogy or contrast, points to 
Him who when walking with the two 
to Eramaus expounded unto them in 
all the Scriptures the things concern­ 
ing Himself and w’ho said that same 
evening to the disciples in Jerusalem, 
“All things must b e fulfilled which 
were written in the law of Moses, and 
In the prophets, and in the Psalms, 
concerning Me” (Luke xxiv, 27, 44). 
Some people are typical of Him in a 
very special way, such as Ab el, Isaac, 
Joseph, Moses, David, Melchizedek and 
others. 
He is very clearly seen in 
such things as the tree of life, the man­ 
na, the rock that was smitten and the 
water flowing therefrom, the tab er­ 
nacle and all its parts and vessels, the 
vine, the b razen serpent; In such crea­ 
tures as the sacrifices In Eden, the 
Passover lamb , the red heifer, the goats 
and other sacrifices of the day of 
atonement, the 
b irds of the leper 
cleansing, and as to places, In none 
more notab ly than the cities of refuge 
of today’s lesson. How many precious 
texts the word “refuge” b rings to 
mind! 
“God Is our refuge; • • • the 
God of Jacob is our refuge, “My refuge 
is in God,” “Thou art my strong ref­ 
uge,” “I will say of the Lord, He is my 
refuge” (Ps. xlvi, 1, 7, 11; lxii, 7; 
lxxl, 7; xci, 2). 
The cities of refuge 
were for those wrho killed others acci­ 
dentally, that no innocent b lood might 
b e shed. There was no refuge for the 
guilty. Here our lesson comes b y con­ 
trast, at least part of it. 
We must 
plead guilty b efore w’e can expect that 
Christ will receive us. 
lie came to 
save sinners—the lost ones (Rom. iii, 
19, 24; Luke xix, 10; I Tim. i, 15)—and 
of all precious words for such w’hat 
can excel “Him that cometh to Me I 
will in no wise cast out?” (John vi, 37.) 
The full story of the cities of refuge is 
found iu Num. xxxv and Deut. xix, in 
connection with today’s lesson chapter, 
and the first mention of them is in Ex. 
xxi, 13, b ut w'e first hear of a refuge for 
the sinner in Gen. fii, 15, 21, and then 
all the way through to Rev. xxii, 17. 
The cities were conveniently situated 
for all, throe on each side of the Jor­ 
dan. 
Jesus Is a Saviour nigh to all 
who call upon Him in truth. 
There was a w*ay prepared to each 
city (Deut. xix, 3), and where other 
ways crossed there w’ould doub t loss b e 
directions concerning the right way. 
As soon as the fleeing one entered 
the city he was perfectly safe (verses 
4, 5). 
The sinner who flees to Christ, 
or, iu other words, receives Him or b e­ 
lieves in Him, is as safe as the b lood 
of Christ and the word of God can 
make him, and no power can take him 
out of that place (John x, 27-29; Ex. 
xii, 13). 
The lions’ den and Joseph’s 
tomb were made as sure as human au­ 
thority and power could make them, 
b ut the seal of God makes as safe as 
God Himself all who are thus sealed. 
Not, as the hymn says, “safe in the 
arms of Jesus,” b ut as one has w'ell 
said, “safe as an arm of Jesus,” for we 
are memb ers of llis b ody (Epb . v, 29, 
30). The “whosoever” of the gospel is 
seen in the fact that these cities were 
for the b enefit of strangers and so­ 
journers as w’ell as for Israelites (verse 
9 and Num. xxxv, 15). 
It is truly 
grand that w'e can go to any and all 
in any land and every land with the 
b lessed 
invitation 
for 
“whosoever 
will.” 
The continued safety of the 
refugee depended upon his ab iding in 
the city till the death of the high priest 
of that time (verse 6). Then he could 
return to his own house and city. Our 
High Priest has died and risen again 
and is alive forevermore and has all 
power in heaven and earth and has as­ 
sured us that b ecause lie lives we 
shall live also (John xiv, 19). 
As each city points to Ilim who is 
our refuge, so the name of each city 
tells something of Ills excellency and 
glory. 
Ivedesh tells of His holiness. 
Without holiness no man shall see the 
Lord (Ileb . xii, 14). 
The unrighteous 
shall not enter the kingdom (I Cor. vi, 
9), b ut He is made to all wb o receive 
Him wisdom, righteousness, sanctifica­ 
tion, redemption (I Cor. i, 30).

our only holiness. 
Shechem signifies shoulder, and w’e 
are said to dwell b etween His shoul­ 
ders, and the government is on His 
shoulder, as also the key of the house 
of David (Deut. xxxiii, 12; Isa. ix, 6 ). 
Heb ron, as we saw* in last lesson, sig­ 
nifies fellowship or 
inclosure.

Henderson, Ky ., Nov. 1.—By a deal 
consum mated here last night, the Im ­ 
perial Tobacco company purchases the 
entire 1907 tobacco crop pledged to 
the American Society of Eq uity In 
Henderson, Union, W ebster, Hopk ins 
and Crittenden counties. 
The deal in­ 
volves 16 ,000,000 pounds of tobacco, 
and will bring $1,5 00,000 of English 
money to the farm ers of this section. 
The price paid was that demanded by 
the farm* 3, and is the highest price 
ever paid here with the ex ception of 
the w ar prices. 
The deal was con­ 
sum m ated by Stok es Tay lor, chairm an 
of the board of directors of the stem ­ 
m ing district tobacco association, and 
Edward Hodge, m anager of the Im­ 
perial company . 
Negotiations have 
been on for more than a week . 
All Eq uity factories and employ es 
are tak en over by the Imperial com­ 
pany and will be continued in service. 
Deliveries begin as soon as the tobac­ 
co is in order. 
The gold will be 
shipped from England at once.
